New York.—Earliest possible rati- 


fication of the German peace treaty, 
after elimination of Article 10 and 
adherence to the league of nations as 
the platform upon which the republi- 
can party should stand in the presi- 
dential campaign, was urged by Her- 
bert Hoover in a statement published 
by the New York Evening Post today. 


Hoover advocated the league as "a 


product of the liberal class of the 
world." declaring that in such an or- 
ganization, there was no place for any 
threat of military force such as is 
Implied in the present Article 10. 


Hoover urged the republican party 


to take definite stand for ratification 
of the treaty without Article 10, in 
order to force the democratic party 
Into the position of defending "a prac- 
tical military alliance—upon which 
their safety devices only further en- 
danger the real va)ue of the league." 


Article 10. which Hoover would 


eliminate, states that members of the 
league -will undertake to preserve the 
territorial integrity of member na- 
tions. 
Article Not Binding. 


Hoover said there was nothing in 


the phraseology of Article 10 consti- 
tuting a binding obligation, but de- 
clared "there is an implication that a 
treaty has generally come to be re- 
garded as constituting a strong moral 
responsibility."

night. The only disturbances report- 
ed today were on the outskirts of Lon- 
donderry.

of the cathedral to pick off snipers on 
house tops. A battalion of the Ches- 
shire regiment was reported marching 
toward Londonderry.

No confirmation was received of re- 


ports that disorders had occurred in 
other northern towns although Sinn 
Feiners were massing near Belfast.

The full effect of these priority or- 


ders would be apparent now if the 
unauthorized railroad strikes had not 
broken out anew and hindered car 
movements, Aitchison said.

showing bituminous coal is selling 
from $7 to $11 a ton at the mines. A 
report issued by the 
federal trade 


commission today shows the cost of 
production is $2.97 a ton.

Tin- people of Wisconsin face a serious 


political situation. It is a situation which 
is or should be of concern to every sub- 
stantial, straight-thinking citizen of the 
stat<-. Who receives Wisconsin's presi- 
dential vote is of less consequence in this 
flection than the man it sends to the 
United States senate and the man it 
elects governor. 


The forces of discontent and radical- 


ism are laying their plans to take over 
control of Wisconsin next November. 
They are organizing under the leaders 
who held Wisconsin up to scorn in the 
Republican national convention. They 
stand on a platform and represent ideas, 
which if they dominate, will keep the 
state in hot water for the next few years 
to come and do more to retard its devel- 
opment and prosperity than any other 
conceivable condition. It would be in ef- 
fect socialistic government and socialistic 
representation at Washington. The agi- 
tators would storm Wisconsin from stem 
to stern. 


These forces are represented in the 


main by a lot of cheap politicians and all- 
around disturbers. 
Some of the candi- 


dates for governor and senator, active 
or prospective, are men utterly lacking 
in capacity and without stability. They 
are not the type of men to handle public 
affairs or determine governmental poli- 
cies for the welfare and advancement 
of Wisconsin. Yet it is a fact that they 
stand a good chance of election. 


Do the people of Wisconsin want the 


kind of government these self-seeking 
politicians and radicals would establish? 
Do the farmers, with millions of dollars 
of invested capital and millions in prod- 
ucts dependent for value upon stable 
economic conditions want such govern- 
ment and its attendant turmoil"? Do the 
laboring men, who are receiving splendid 
wages and enjoying the benefits of the 


. best times they have ever known and 


whose continued progress is dependent 
upon level-headed state administration 
want to jeopardize their envious posi- 
tion by such government? Do the mer- 
chants and manufacturers and producers 
of every character? Does anybody want 
to swap stability for instability, expan- 
sion for retrenchment, activity for pa- 
ralysis? 


Wisconsin is undergoing great devel- 


opment. It has prosperous times before 
it. But the development can be throttled 
and the prosperity undermined by in- 
augurating a political regime that thrives 
only on agitation, discontent, creation of 
class suspicion and antagonism. Busi- 
ness, industry, agriculture, good times do 
not get on well in the midst of confusion, 
attack, repression, radicalism. 


A change for the worse is only a step 


ahead of UK. We have been preparing 
the way by encouraging the elements of 
discord, by listening to the propaganda of 
the alarmist, by permitting radical poli- 
ticians to get away with their stuff with- 
out organizing to resist them. 


Recent political events in Wisconsin 


ought to convince the solid, dependable, 
progressive people of all classes and par- 
ties that things have drifted far enough, 
and that the time has come when some- 
thing must be done to rescue the state 
from the socialistic wave which is pass- 
ing over it and threatens to engulf it. 


LOG CAKIXS AM) POLITICS 


Senator Harding has shown good judg- 


ment in correcting the report that he was 
born in a log cabin. If the story had been 
true, it v ould have been snobbish to de- 
sire to keep sucJi a fact out of sight; be- 
ing untrue, it was the proper thing to say 
so, although it was "sprung" in his sup- 
posed interests. Doubtless there are poli- 
ticians who, counting on political capital 
in a tale of so humble a beginning, would 
have kept silent and let the myth be used 
for nil it was worth. But would it really 
have boon worth anything? It was sup- 
posed that such a story would appeal to 


the "plain people,** but why should it? It 
might indeed recall Lincoln's humble be- 
ginning, but Lincoln's greatness was due 
to himself, not to his rail splitting or his 
early environment. 


As a matter of fact poverty in early 


life may tend to prevent rather than to 
promote the growth of the qualities we 
wish to see in our presidents. Greatness 
is not produced by straitened circum- 
stances, log cabins and restricted educa- 
tional opportunities, but rather in spite 


of these. Moreover, we have left the era 
of the log cabin far behind us and it 
would not be easy for a politician of to- 
day tp establish connection with one un- 
less he is a centenarian or a reckless 
spinner of yarns. In the case of Senator 
Harding the story had rather a "fishy" 
sound, which is doubtless one reason why 
his denial was so prompt. 


SICK OF A PARADISE 


Emma CJoldman has been heard from 


again and her cup of sorrow and disillu- 
sion appears to be fuller than ever. Bol- 
shevik Russia is not the paradise she pic- 
tured while agitating in America; she 
finds, in fact, that it more nearly resem- 
bles hades. She asked the American cor- 
respondent who interviewed her recent- 
ly in Petrograd what he thought of it af- 
ter six weeks of observation and he re- 
plied that it was rotten. "You're right, it 
is rotten," said Miss Goldman, adding: 
"But it is what we should have expected. 
We always knew the Marxian theory was 
impossible, a breeder of tyranny. 
We 


blinded ourselves to its faults in America 
because we believed it might accomplish 
something." They knew it would raise 
Cain, in other words, but, as that was the 
crop they wanted to raise, they gloriiied 
a theory in which they had no faith. 


After four months of observation this 


deported woman anarchist declares that 
"Socialism has done for Russia what it 
will do for every other country—it has 
taken away even the little freedom the 
man has under individual 
capitalism 


and has made him entirely subject to the 
whims of bureaucracy which excuses its 
tyranny on the ground that it is all done 
for the benefit of the workers." Miss 
Goldman is getting ready to criticise bol- 
shevism in its home and expects to go to 
jail for it, but philosophically remarks 
that she has been in jail before. She 
keeps an American flag in her room, says 
she loves this country more than any 
other, and hopes to be allowed to come 
back here. She actually urged the Amer- 
ican correspondent to tell the straight 
truth when he came home and hit bol- 
shevism hard. Apparently her conver- 
sion is complete, but if she succeeds in 
her evident aim to get permission to re- 
turn to America, we may rest assured 
that she will promptly backslide. 
The 


leopard's spots do not change merely be- 
cause the leopard has been exiled from 
his best pasturage. 


All of which goes to show that our ex- 


tremists and radicals are victims of one 
form of hallucination or other. They do 
not know a good country—the best on 
earth—when they see it and live in it and 
enjoy its blessings and opportunities. All 
cheap talk to the contrary, there is no 
oppression in this nation, political or so- 
cial. There are cases of unfair dealing as 
between man and man and between 
groups and groups, but the avenues for 
righting such troubles are real and al- 
ways available. Nowhere in the world is 
there such freedom, nowhere has labor 
made such progress, nowhere do the 
"common people" enjoy such fullness of 
life and means for advancement as here. 
If we could give the rest of our agitators 
an enforced vacation in Russia they 
would be chastened of their delusions 
which seek to destroy American govern- 
ment and American institutions. They 
would get down on their hands ^nd knees 
and crawl back to America if given the 
chance.

There is no reason why some 
authoritative manufacturer of near-woolen cloth 
should not issue a six-lessons-by-mail course in. 
say, torsopractic, and, when the clothing sales* 
man has conned the lessons well, 
grant 
the 


young man a beautiful diploma.to hang in the 
store for the delectation of the simp trade. Like- 
wise, there are many bright young women work- 
ing seven or eight long hours at the millinery 
trade who should be assigned to take some hat- 
ter's course in beanopractic and earn a gold- 
seal diploma wherewith to decorate the shop and 
prove to credulous customers her ability to pre- 
scribe for their head troubles. It is a great life, 
but some of us are not getting all we might out 
of it. I offer this hint to the clothiers, hatters 
and haberdashers freely and without any strings. 
I should be pleased to undertake the preparation 
of convincing and extremely plausible advertis- 
ing copy for any such merchant who may desire 
to grab a little of the money which is tempor- 
arily entrusted to lavish hands. 


No one can keep fit or do his best in work or 


play, religion or crime, without absorbing at 
least two miles of oxygen per diem on the hoof. 
Too many people imagine they can get along 
without the oxygen, but they find sooner or lat- 
er that it is impossible.

of the Munson last as used in U. S. army shoes.

In such cases give no physic; merely feed the 
child, if old enough, generously for a day or so 
with potatoes, bananas and such foods to give 
bulk to the intestinal contents to

and 


carry along the foreign body. It is likely to 
leave the bowel in from 48 to 96 hours. He is 
your boy and you should have first say. Let your 
wife wait till her boy swallows a button if she 
wants to try ber treatment.

I saw something about lupus in your article. 


Please tell me what to do for a spot as large as 
the palm of the hand on the cheek that the doc- 
tors said is lupus. I am afraid to let them treat 
for fear they will make it worse.

ANSWER—Back in dear old Fuego your fear 


of the medicine man may have been justified, 
but here in North America you should not feel 
that way. 
Lupus is tuberculosis of skin, and 


the sooner you begin treatment the better the 
outlook for eventual cure.

was lying prone in a big barrel. He 
was rehearsing for me how he would 
look when he attempted to shoot the 
dangerous waters of Niagara. 
His 


greeting was. he hoped, prophetic of 
what he would say to Americans and 
Canadians when they caught the bar- 
rel down below in the rapids and 
opened it up. 
Loves to Defy Death. 


I can't imagine a man who looks 


less like a dare-devil than Charles 
George Stephens, barber of Bristol. 
And yet this mild-voiced, gray-eyed, 
gray-haired man of 58. has often de- 
lighted to flirt with death and get 
away with it. 


He is confident he will get away 


with it in July when he shoots Niag- 
ara. 
And so are his wife and his 


nine children. 


Between jobs of running a barber 


shop and rearing a big family. Steph- 
ens found time to make dangerous 
balloon ascensions and equally dan- 
gerous parachute descents. 
Invents! the Barrel. 


The barrel in which he is goinn to 


shoot Niagara is his own invention. 
It is made of best Russian oak and is 
six feet one inch long and two feet 
7% inches in diameter. There are 10 
steel hoops around it. 


On the inside it has a three-inch 


(adding of best horse hair. Also on 
the inside there are sets of straps 
which Stephens will 
adjust 
to his 


body and with which he hopes to 
avoid any tremendous jars when the 
barrel leaps qver the edge of the falls 
and bounds to the depths below. 


He will have with him in the barrel 


an electric lamp, charged so that it 
will burn for eight hours. In case 
anything happens to it he will have 
with him a smaller 
hand 
electric 


lamp. In one corner there is a con- 
trivance which will take up the car- 
bonic acid gas which will come from 
his lungs. 


He will also have a gas mask con- 


trivance 
through 
which 
he wil 


breathe fresh 
oxygen 
from a tank 


which has an eight hours' supply. He 
does not expect to take any food or 
drink with him. 


Built for Comfort. 


The barrel is entered through a 


rather narrow aperture in the head 
which is closed by Stephens after he 
gets Inside and which will be air- 
tight 
and water-tight. 
The door 


which closes it. is of metal. 


, On the inside there is a tiny stop 
cock which he can easily turn. 
It Is 


designed to let him know where he 
is. If hfl 
is 
und«r water, a thin 


stream will pour in. which he can In 
stantly shut off. If the barrel is float 
ing on the surface, 
fresh 
air wil 


come in. The bottom of the barro 
is weighted so that when it is in the 
water it will tilt at an angle. 
This 


will mean that Stephens* head will be 
in a position considerably higher than 
his feet and will thus add to the com 
fort of his stay inside. 


"I am not the least bit nervou 


about my 
coming 
attempt," said 


Stephens. "You can tell Americans 
that I expect to shoot Niagara'* and 
come up smiling just as you saw me 
smiling from inside the barrel jus 
now."

A steady warfare was kept up. The 
Unionists had about 1,000 rifles and 
a few machine guns.
